which hundreds of lives were lost and 
hundreds of thousands of dollars worth of 
propertydestroyed. Six villages, witn 
a total popniation of 6000, were inun- 
dated. Scoresof dwelling and barns 
were demolished and hundreds of per- 
sons who sought refuge on the roofs were 
drowned. 

When the work of rescue commenced 
dozens of persons were found huddled 
onelevations of land, half dead from 
terror and exposure. Survivors say 
that their experience of that night was 
terrible in the extreme. 

One hundred bodies have been re- 
covered at San Speratealone. The total 
death roll must reach several hundred. 


An immense number of cattle and other 
livestock perished. 


ARGENTINE STRIFE. 


The Situation in the Revolting Province 
Very Serious, 

New York, Oct. 23.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald’s Valpa- 
raiso correspondent says: ‘‘News 
comes from Buenos Ayres, that Gen. 
Rojas of Santiago del Estero is still in 
prison, and the revolutionists are prac- 
tically in controlof the state. The Na- 
tional Cabinet has discussed the situa- 
tion in Santiago del Estero, and there 
is a division as tothe proper course 
to pursue. The majority favor federal 
intervention, Finance Minister Romero 
has resigned, and the executive has 
asked the National Congress to inter- 
vene. This was granted. The governors 
of all the provinces were called upon to 
have the national guard ready for ser- 
vice. Itis probable Congress will ap- 
point acommission to inquire into the 
state of affairs in the province. The 
situation in the province is grave, and 
there is liable to be serious trouble be- 
fore it is settled.’’ 


AN EARTHQUAKE, 
Five Russian Villages Destroye d—A Great 
Many People Killed. 

Lonpon, Oct. 23.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.}] The Standard’s corre- 
spondent at Odessa says that five vil- 
lages near. Kutsis, in Transcaucasia, 
were destroyed by an earthquake. 
Many lives were reported to have been 
lost. So far the bodies of twenty-seven 
persons have been recovered from the 
ruins of dwellings and other buildings. 


Lively Elections in Portugal. 

Lisson, Oct. 23.—General elections 
were held in Portugal today. Four 
Anarchists and two Republicans were 
elected for Lisbon and three Monarch- 
ists and one Republican for Oporto. 
Reports so far indicate that the Cabinet 
will have a large majority. Senhor 
Caravalho, ex-Minister of Finance, and 
Senhor Benhuray, a banker, were 
elected after heated contests. 

Election riots occurred in Teientra 
and other places and many persons 
were injured. The riots were sup- 
pressed by troops.

It may be only a few hours or possibly 
a day or more, but that she cannot last 
much louger is certain. This has been 
a sad Sunday for the President, his 
family and other faithful watchers at 
Mrs. Harrison's bedside. Dr. Gardner, 
up to 10 o'clock, paid six visits to the 
sick room, in the southwest corner of 
the President’s home, and each time he 
could give no word of encouragement 
to the anxious family. 

The history of the day as gathered 
from 1teports of the doctor was one of 
such steady and rapid decline of the little 
remaining strength of the patient, that 
it seemed that the utmost limit of weak- 
ness possible with life had been reached. 
The change forthe worse, which was 
more alarming than any previous de- 
cline, set in lastnight. The previous 
night wasa restful one, but last night 
Mrs. Harrison was uneasy and very 
restless. ‘This continued throughout 
the night, and, as a consequence, she 
grew much weaker. She was, already 
in a most exhausted condition, and the 
further loss of strength made it ques- 
tionabie whether even her remarkable 
vitality could bring about another rally. 

Dr. Gardner this morning at 8 
o’clock found the patient so weak that 
he was feartul the end was near at 
hand. He visited her again soon and 
found that she continued to grow stead- 
ily weaker and could scarcely move. 
Her condition was so alarming that the 
doctor repeated his visit within a 
short time, and, finding all efforts to 
rally her unavailing and that her 
strength continued to ebb away, he 
made yet another call two hours later. 
As he was driving out of the grounds 
after the latter visit, he was stopped 
by a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press, and in response 
to inquiry, he said Mrs. Harrison was 
in a state Of extreme exhaustion, and 
unless she could rally from it she was 
apt to pass away within a few hours. 
In his opinion, she is now as weak as 
she possibly could be and still live. 
She began failing this morning and 
gradually became weaker and weaker. 
She has displayed remarkable vitality 
throughout, but has nearly reached the 
limit of her endurance. 

In reply toa direct question on the 
point, Dr. Gardner said that Mrs. Har- 
rison might pass awav at any time 
within a few hours, and again she 
might linger in her present state for 
forty-eight hours. While he did not ex- 
actly say so, he intimated plainly that 
he feared the end would come before 
morning. 

Seven o’clock again found Dr, Gard- 
nerat the White House. He stayed 
about half an hour, and when he came 
down stairs he could give no word of 
encouragement. He said that Mrs. 
Harrison wasso weak she had not even 
strength to cough, and her condition 
was critical in the extremé sense of the 

word. Death mightcome at any time 
now. 

When Dr. Gardner left the .house 
after his 10 o’clock visit he said that 
Mrs. Harrison was resting quietly and 
he did not think she would die tonight. 
There was still evidence in the case of 
the patient’s wonderful vitality, for 
the doctor said that, although she was 
weaker than when he last saw her, yet 
she,was stronger than he expected to 
fini her. .Mrs. Harrison suffered from 
nervousness during the day. and this 
helped bring about the exhaustion, 
“hich is hastening the decline that has 
been in progress all day. She sleeps 
about half an hour at a time and takes 
but little nourishment, consisting of 
peptonized beef with stimulents. She 
is perfectly conscious. 

Before leaving the house Dr. Gard- 
ner notified the President and members 


the family of the exceedingly pre- 


carious condition of Mrs. Harrison, but 
said he would not call again during the 
night, unless summoned by information 
of a change in her present’condition. 

The President and family, fearful of 
the worst, are sitting up with the in- 
valid.

A PLEA FOR CHINESE. 


What a Missionary Has to Say in Bohalf of 
the Celestials, 

New York, Oct. 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Mrs. Baidwin, for 
twenty years a missionary in China, 
spoke at Asbury Park Methodist Church 
today before a large congregation, de- 
tailing the kind treatment she received 
at the Lands of Chinese and stating that 
she regarded Chinamen as superior fn 
many respects to other foreigners whom 
the United States accords free entrance 
to land and citizenship. The speaker 
said that since she had been delivering 
lectures inthis country she had re- 
ceived threatening [etters, and aot long 
agoaspecial policeman was detailed 
to guard her house to prevent a scheme 
for burning it down, and this in Chris- 
tian America and Brooklyn. She had 
never been in such danger in China. 
The Chinese, she said, were good lab- 
orers and could work longer and in 
places where others could not, yet they 
were beaten, bruised and killed all be- 
cause they worked, whilethe Irish and 
others got drunk and would not work as 
well. 

When this reference tothe Irish was 
made considerable distarbance arose in 
the church and several people leit. 

Continuing, Mrs. Baldwin said that it 
made her sick to hear speeches such as 
were made during the Columbian cele- 
bration in which America was spoken 
of as the land of the free. She thought 
it not the case. During the war on Chi- 
nese at Seattle and other places, Cleve- 
land and Bayard was appeaied to seven 
times to protect Chinese, but only sent 
troops to protect the United States 
mails, 


QUICKLY CAPTURED. 


Perry, the Train Kobber, Enjoys Liberty 
Only a Few Hours. 

Avsurn (N.Y.,) Oct. 23.-—-[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The celebrated train 
robber, Oliver Curtis Perry, who es- 
caped from his cell yesterday afternoon, 
enjoyed limited freedom for just eight 
hours, when he was again thrust back 
into confinement more secure than ever 
before. Perry was found hiding in the 
marble shop, and at once started for 
liberty, closely pursued by several 
prison guards.

A HURRICANE

New Yorn, Oct. 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Blaine’s long promised 
utterance on the Presidential election 
of 1892 will appearin tte November 
number of the North American Review, 
which will be published tororrow. It 
occupies thirteen pages. 

Blaine notes the lack of excitement 
attending the present election, sug- 
gesting that the change may be ac- 


counted for by the growth in jpopula- 
tion and consequent absorptiog in'vast 
commercial and financial op 


and it may possibly 
dence in future of extreme pa 
ship. Of President Harrison's letter of 
acceptance he says, among other 
things: ‘‘Perhaps none of his prede- 
cessors made so exhaustive and nonea 


indicate 


more clear presentation of the ques- 
tions involved.’’ Cleveland's letter ig 
subjected to searching criticism. 


Blaine finds that in a greater measure 
than Harrison's it departs from party 


platform. He says: 
In fact. Cleveland made the platform 
upon woictti he is now before the people, 


and Cleveland's departures from the posi- 
tions of his party's platform on the ques- 
tion of free tradeconfirms the impression 
which has been general that a large pro- 
portion of the Democratic party bellevesin 
protection in some form. 

Blaine makes caustic comments upon 
Cleveland's utterance on the currency 
and State banks. He upholds the Re- 
publican policy of granting liberal pen- 
sions, saying: 

The amount we contribute for pensions 
is larger than the amount paid by any Eu. 
ropean- nation for a standing army. 
Surely binding up the wounds of the past 
war is a more merciful and honorable 
work than preparing the country for a new 
one. 

[he most remarkable thing in the 
Presidential canvass of 1892 Blaine re- 
gards as ‘‘the manner in which in some 
sections of the country al! other issues 
are put cut afsight aud the Force Bill 
alone brought into prominence."* The 
representations made as to the purpose 
and effect of the Force Bill he declares 
to be inconsistent with the spirit of 
Harrison's letter. 

Blaine is fall and explicit in his treat- 
ment of the subject of reciprocity, 
claiming that a material increase has 
been caused in the United States’ trade 
by reciprocal treaties. He quoted in- 
teresting figures relating to the in- 
crease, and predicts regarding Cuba: 

We shallconquer by commerce far bet- 
terthan by force of arms, and cordially 
establish such mutual interests between 
Cuba and this country that commercially 
the two countries will be one. 


Blaine, dwelling upon the claim of 
the Democratic party to be the Jeffers 
sonian party says: 

It would surprise Jefferson if he could 
once more appear in the flesh to learn that 
he is held as indorser of all the principles 
and measures advocated by the Democratic 
party of today. Perhaps it is not worth 
while toenter into an elaborate argument 
onthe subject. The Democracy owes not 
a little of its success to the persistence 
with which its adherents have wade their 
disciples believe this pretention through 
the mutations of their party. In vain it le 
pointed out that the position of Jefferson 
on other subjects was directly the reverse 
of the Democratic positions, he is duly 
quoted at the next convention, and new 
allegiance taken to his principles. In 1801, 
after a severe contest. Jefferson came to 
the Presidency asthe founder and head of 
the Republican party. though the prefix 
‘Democratic’ is sometimes. but seidom, 
used. The tenacity with which Jefferson 
held tothe protective principle was only in 
proportion to the necessities of the country. 
His action in 1807, when he decided te 
recommend the repeal or alteration of the 
revenue law after a surplus of $14,000,000 
had accumulated, puts himinthe sharpest 
contrast to Cleveland, who, in his term of 
office, treated the surplus accumu lated as 
the sum of all villanies. 

In conclusion, Blaine says: 

It js interesting and suggestive to look 
over the platforms of the two parties and 
see how much: alike they are in several 
vital measures after the real and decisive | 
issues are stated. If parties would atm to 
discover and define tbe issues on which 
there is a vital difference of opinion, and 
would contine discussion to them, it would 
not only simplify the contest and be a wel- 
come relief to the two candidates, but it 
would also greativ help in arriving at the 
truth. which is the ultimate object of popu- 
lar discussions and popular elections.

No. 690 Kryonokr Mrra (Os8aka,) 
Japan, Oct. 6, 1802.—Having been re- 
enested by the ladies of the missionary 
board, under which 1 am. working, to 
cease from my labors in Tokyo and rest 
preparatory. toreinoval to the city of 
Osaka, where was tobe my future field 
of labor, I availed myself of. the 
precious privilege of rest and recrea- 
tion and spent much of my summer rus- 
ticating among the mountains. Early 
in July, asthe intense heat came press 
ing in upon us,] and one of my lady 
friends hied us away to Nikko, the most 


famous mountain resort of Japan. 
Nikko {s situated at the motth ofa 
widened cafion beside a mountain 
stream of no mean size, and is environed 
onthree sides by rugged peaks and 
eracefully-rounded mountains, which 
are covered with shrubbery and groves 
of tallpineandcedar. Branching from 
this broad cafion are smaller and nar- 
rewer cajons and gorges beautifal for 
their waterfails, spreading trees and 
streains of water hurrying helter- 
skelter, hurry-skurry down its rugged 
path to join the brimming river. One 
of the most beautiful of these canons is 
the one in which the Urami falls pour 
over a ledge of perpendicular rock 
seventy-five feet in height. 

As we came up the gorge it grew 
narrower and narrower urtil there was 
enly rodnr for the river below and our 
foot-path on the mountain side. As we

must not tarry longer before our fasci- 
aating fall of Kegon, but hasten on- 
ward. Asharp walk of fifteen minutes 
or so brings usin full view of its lake,

Onward we press, until, nearing the 
summit, we come toa stream of water 
rushing over its bed of rock in a series 
of cascades, indescribable for beauty 
and grandeur. After passing the sum- 
mit we come intoa broad, open, grassy 
plain, skirted with woods and com- 
pletely surrounded by rugged mount- 
ains., 

liere we had the finest view of the 
ancient. volcano Nantaisan. Here we 
saw him lift his defty head far above 
that ofall his brother and sister peaks, 
and saw him kiss the last rays of a set- 
ting sun. Such shades and tints of col- 
oring and sach beauty of nature only 
for the eye to see, can one understand. 
This scene, 1 think, makes one of the 
cublimest pictures nature has ever 
given me to hang in memory’s hall, 
What a lover ofthe beautiful, the grand, 
the sublime is our Heavenly Father. 

The shades of evening soon begin to 
close round us, when we come to an- 
other fine waterfall, which is the outlet 
of another small lake, called Lake Ma- 
oto. Here again isa stream more than 
seventy-five feet in width pouring over 
a rocky slope at an angle of 60°, or per- 
haps more, to the bottom of the cafion, 
more than 200 feet below. We pass 
on around the lake, which lies like a sil- 
very sheet of glass, reflecting mountain 
peak and moss-covered trees surround- 
ing it, to the head of the lake, where 
are a group of queer looking houses and 
the hot sulphur springs. 

‘Tired and weary with the travel of 
the dav, we hasten to engage our room 
for the night, dnd call for a plunge ina 
hot sulphur bath. The water for these 
baths is brought from a large boiling 
spring in little open wooden troughs to 
different compartments in the bath- 
houses. We call for one of the private 
baths fitted up for foreigners and the 
higher class of Japanese. As we pass 
througir the narrow streets of the town 


we behold on ‘every side of us 
men, women and children to- 
gether, in the garb that nature 


gave them, laving in the yellow waters 
of a hot bath. 

By word of explanation I would say 
that the bathhouses are inclosed on’ 
three sides, with the side next the 
street left open. The baths are 
large square or rectangular boxes 
sunk three or four feet into the 
floor, iilled up to the brim with 
water, and all go in together 
without the slightest concern. In fact, 
they are far more ashamei to havea 
foreigner see them eat their dinner 
than they are to have us behold them 
in their nudity. Indeed, the feeling of 
shame is all on the foreigner’s side. 
But this state of affairsdoes not tend to 
good morals —quite the contrary. 

After our bath we eat our supper of 
rice and fish and other Japanese foods 
with not very much relish, call for our 
futens (quilts,) and lay us down in 
peace to sleep, except for the droves of 
fleas and mosquitoes.

WENT FISHING IN A FLOOD. 


How a Western Man Baited a Barb-wire 
Fence and Made a Bi¢ Haul. 
{Iowa Falls Register.] 

Mr. Thomas had a large farm on the 
Missouri bottoms near Sioux City. It 
was all fenced with barb-wire, there 
being two miles of such fencing on the 
place. -He happened in Sioux City just 
about the time that the gorge up the 
river had dammed the water to such a 
prodigious height. Foreseeing that 
when the gorge broke it would be likely 
to raise the water tosuch an extent as 
to flood his farm, he rodt hastily home 
and made preparations accordingly. 
His stock and all that was movable was 
transferred to higher ground. Then he 
and his hired man proceeded to impale 
small chunks of meat on every barb of 
that wire fence. It was a big job, but 
it was finished just as the river began 
to cover the lower pasture lot. For 
twenty-six hours the water stood tive 
feet above the top of the highest fence 
post, and when it receded the most re- 
markable sight was revealed. From 
every barb, except three, of that two 
miles of fencing, hung a fish. There 
were pickerel, bass, pike, suckers, and 
every other imaginable variety. <A 
simple calculation will show precisely 
the size of the haul. It was a five-wire 
fence, each wire having thirty-six barbs 
to the rod, making, as any school boy 
can tell you, a total of 115,200 barbs 
to the two miles of fencing. There 
were three barbs that had canght 
nothing, se that there were only 115.,- 
197 fish. Perhaps the most remark- 
able part of the storyistocome. From 
that day to this, in all parts of the Mis- 
souri River, there have been caught 
just three fish, the exact number that 
didn’t get caught on our friend’s barb- 
wire fence.

Three Million Acros More to Be Opened 
to Settlement. 

Anparko (Oklahoma,) Oct, 28.—[By 
the Associated Press.]| The Cherokee 
Commission has completed negotiations 
with the Comanches, Kiowas and 
Apaches for taking land in severalty 
and the relinquishment of the residue of 
the reservation to the Government to 
be attached to Oklahoma and opened to 
white settlement. For this the Indians 
are to receive $2,000,000. 

The reservation lies between the 
Washita and Red Riversin the south- 
western corner of Indian Territory and 
embraces nearly 3,000,000 acres. It 
is by farthe largesttract yet negoti- 
ated forin the Territory. It is well 
watered and fertile, and will develop 
into magnificent corn and cotton land.

A Clergyman’s Eloquent Tribute 
to Tennyson. 


Rev. B. W. R. Tayler’s Interesting 
Discourse on the Dead Poet.

The Usual Services at the First Presbyter- 
jan Charch—An Able Sermon by the 
Pastor, Rev. Bart Estes 

Howard, 


Rev. B. W. R. Tayler preached in St. 
John’s Episcopal Church yesterday 
morning, from the text, ‘‘The shadow 
of a great rock in a weary iand.” 
The imagery of the language can be 
well understood by those who have 
traveled through the treeless, scorching 
deserts of Palestine or Arabia. How 
welcome to the traveler is the sight of 
a great rock standing upon the plain, 
affording grateful shelter from burning 
sun and scorching ray. It was easy to 
see thatit was the eternal God who 
wasthe resting-place of the heaven- 
striving pilgrim.@§The rock stands to- 
day upon the plai§s of this world in the 
midst of mankind as a sure and never- 
failing refuge. To those who believe 
in Him, He is indeed a rock of salva- 
tion. 

But let us take God out of the world, 
let us divest the universe of God, a be- 
ing who orders the course of this world 
and governs it according to His divine 
and never-failing providence. Take 
away all conceptions of Godand what 
becomes of the universe? It becomes a 
hell in every sense in which mankind 
ever conceived a hell—hell not only of 
action, but of thought. We become, 
then, beings who appear on the world 
fora brief space of three score years 
and ten, and then life is snuffed out in 
oblivion. No hope; no future—merely 
a passing event and nothing more. ‘“‘A 
thing, o’er which the raven flaps her 
funeral wing.’’ With no expectation 
of a hereafter; with no hope of 
meeting the loved ones who have 
gone before, or the loved ones 
who are to follow after; with 
nothing before our eyes but oblivion and 
darkness and night, can mankind con- 
ceive of a greater hell than all this? 
No God, no Christ, no hope, no immor- 
tality; simply the ever-recurring words 
ofdespair: ‘‘Earth to earth, ashes to 
ashes, dust. to dust.’’ Man comforted 
no more by the shadow of a great rock, 
but haunted by the impenetrable 
shadow of this horrible black concep- 
tion of eternal oblivion. This is a pic- 
ture of the world if we robbed it of its 
belief in God. We read nowadays a 
great deal of the — of humanity,” 
and this new cuit, this new cry, has 
woven itself into our modern literature, 
but the only gospel of Lumanity, the 
only’gospel which can give humanity 
its highest hopes and its most perfect 
development, is not the gospel of the 
atheist, which proclaims eternal obliv- 
ion, but the gospel of Him who came 
that we might have life, and have it 
more abundantly. 

It is this exalted conception of God 
and His eternal shadow resting over 
the affairs of this world which will 
make us miss all the more that sweet 
songster, who buta few days ago was 
laid to rest in the hallowed precincts of 
Westminster Abbey, is songster, 
whose theme was always pure, be- 
cause his heart was pure. Who 
in that exquisite threnody, ‘In 
Memoriam,’’ has touched the hearts 
of all who believe in the eter- 
nal care and providence of God. 
Who in an age of restless activity and 
increasing jpaterialism carried with 
him the highest ideals of the purest 
conceptions. Who sang songs fit to be 
ranked with those which the morning 
stars sang together when the sons of 
God shouted for joy. For in this poet’s 
mind can ever be seen this feeling, that 
however much the false philosophies of 
the day mav undermine the foundations 
of faith, behind. it all is the great rock | 
of our strength, and the children of 
men would still find rest under its 
shadow. Who died with this thought 
as he said: 


‘To see my Pilot face to face, 
When I have crossed the bar."’

THE BUFFALO CHIP. 


A Useful Institution of the Plains Now 
Passing Away. 
[Forest and Stream.] 

No object seen by the traveler over 
the plains is more humbie and more un- 
obtrusive than the buffalo chip. Its 
creator was the greatest, the most strik- 
ing feature of the old prairie, but the 
relic which he left behind, and which 
has so long survived him, is the least. 
It is dull in color, and inconspicuous 
in size and shape. Like the violet, 
it is modest and hides itself 
beneath its taller neighbors, the 
tufts of buuch grass or the scraggy 
sagebrush. It shuns observation, simu- 
lating the stones, bits of wood and 
lumps of dirt which surround it. No 
one would suspect that so inconspicu- 
ous.an object has been-a benefactor to 
humanity. Yet it has saved many a 
life, has given food and warmth, suste- 
nance and strength to many a suffering 
mortal. This it has done modestly, 
quietly. The buffalo chip makes no 
boasts, but in time of need its lovely 
qualities shine forth like a good deed in 
a naughty world. 
The buffalo chip has done much good, 
yet it cannot always be relied on to ex- 
ert its beneficent powers for the suffer- 
ing and the sorry. Meteorological con- 
ditions app>.r to affect its willingness 
or its power for good, and it may safely 
be predicted of the chip that after a 


snowfall, all effort to induce it to aid 
man—no matter how wretched his con- 
dition—will be vain. On the other 
hand, when the fierce sun of summer 
blazes down upon the plains, when the 
waterinthe old wallows is dried up, 
when the withered herbage rattles 
above the parched soil, and stones are 
hot tothe touch, when the héated air 
rising from the ground quivers and 
dances, then the buffalo chip is a power. 
Or when the blasts of winter whirl over 
the plain, ruffling the coat of the prowl- 
ing wolf, tossing the sand into air, 
chasing*the tumble weeds mile after 
mile, and even picking up pebbles and 
carrying them on their strong wings, 
then too the chip does good work. 

In the bitterest hours of a biting bliz- 
zard, atthe bottom of a deep ravine, 
partly sheltered from the wind, we 
have looked on a curious spectacle. 
Three shapeless, hide-covered lumps 
rested upon the ground, and from the 
top of each lump curled a little smoke. 
They were strange objects, not natural, 
yet unlike anything artificial. They 
looked like three hybrids between a tiny 
lodge and a tiny sweat house. They 
wére like neither, yet the smoke 
suggested humanity. A nearer view 
solved the mystery. These lumps were 
men seated on the ground, covered with 
their robes, hair side in. Between the 
legs of each man burned a fire of buffalo 
chips which they and their robes com- 
pletely covered. It was as if each one 
sat in a tiny lodge with his head stick- 
ing out of the smoke Ile. And the 
buffalo chips were keeping them from 
freezing to death. Composed of the 
finely divided woody fibre of the prairie 
grass, they made the best of fuel. 

A well-known naturalist has studied 
the history of the buffalo chip, and his 
graceful pen has recorded his observa- 
tions and reflections. It is fortunate 
that this history has been written, 
for like the great beast which 
preceded it, the chip is passing 
away. Grand is the struggle which 
it has made against the disintegrating 
forces of almighty nature, but the con- 
test was too unequal. Its issue cannot 
be doubtful. The buffalo chip must 
yield, must be vanquished and disap- 
pear, but at least we can say that the 
human race is better for having 
known it. |

The Southern California Protective 
Association, which is an organization 
of the wholesale and retail liquor deal- 
ers, has shied itscastor into the ring 
by espousing the cause of the three 
Democratic candidates for Supervisor.

Of course the liquor men have a right 
to-make common cause in politics if 
they choose, and they have a right to 
indorse Democrats if they prefer them 
to Repnblicans or Populites, but, by the 
same token, the rest of the public have 
aright to inquire why the liquor men 
dothis. It is probably because the pres- 
ent Republican Board of Supervisors 
have not pleased the liquor men in the 
regulation of their traffic in this county. 
During the present administration re- 
strictions on liquor selling, similar to 
those in force in this city, have been 
extended all over the county. Beforea 
man can establish a saloon in any place 
outside the city limits, he must file.an 
application forzlicense and give public 
notice thereof. Anybody interested in 
the mattercan appear before the Sv- 
pervisorsona day appointed. If itis 
shown that the applicant is not of good 
character, or if thete are other sufi- 
cient reasons why the license should 
not be granted, the Supervisors have a 
right to withhold it. If the license is 
granted, then the saloon-keeper is Te- 
,quired to pay a quarterly license tax, 
Which goes into the county treasury. 
No restrictions on the issuance of 
licenses are enforced within corporate 
limits, but‘a tax for county purposes, 
somewhat less than that required from 
country saloon-keepers, is exacted. 
There are also regulations’ about keep- 
ing order and about closing saloons on 
|Sunday. The lic€nse system adopted 
practically enforces the local option 
law. There has been a great deal of 
| protest on the partof the liquor men, 
and they are thoroughly dissatisfied 
with these regulations. To the public 
at large, however, it seems that these 
are entirely proper and! wholesome re- 
Strictions, If it is the correct thing to 
regulate and tax the liquor traftic with- 
incity limits, why should it not be 
properto regulate and taxit within 
county limits? Are not rural gettle- 
ments as much entitled to protection as 
| municipalities? 
the Liquor Dealers’ Association prob- 
ably favors the Democratic candidates 
because it has secured pledges from 
them that, if elected, they will dis- 
pense with the awkward regulations. If 
this sort of a bargain ua been made

(and the liquor men aretoo shrewd to 
throw their joint influence in this fight 
in anybody's favor without a_ prelimi- 
nary understanding) the public has.a 
right to know it. If the question of 
licensing and regulating saloons in the 
country is at stake, those who vote 
should vote intelligently. In the light 
of this 6 rcular, which was not intended 
for publication, but which goes to the 
public just the same, it is plain that 
those who vote for the Democratic can- 
didates for Supetvisors vote for unre- 
stricted saloons, while those who give 
their franchises to their Republican op- 
ponents sustain the regulation of the 
liquor traffle throughout the county. 
We think that the Republican candi- 
dates can wellaffordto go before the 
public on this issue, and we think fur- 
ther that if the lines are only well 
drawn it will insare the. election of the 
Republicans. The people of Los An- 
geles county are not, for free, unregu- 
lated whisky. Even many of those who 
are not teetotalers believe that the 
traffic should be carefully regulated, 
and should contribute directly to the 
support of the county government. 


The Question of Debt, 
‘The Express has a word of warning 
to the public about going recklessly 
into debt, which, of course, is intended 
to have a direct bearing upon the ques- 
tion of issuing water bonds. Tue 
Times, first and last, has opposed reck- 
less debt rather more than its contem- 
poraries, but we see no reason why con- 
servative people should become panic- 
stricken when confronting the proposi- 
tion of issuing bonds for the purpose of 
commencing to acquire a water system, 
a proposition that we must confront 
anyway, and on a larger scale inthe 
course of a very few years. No argu- 
ment can be offered now against incur- 
ring debt for sucha purpose, which may 
not be urged with equal force six years 
hence, unless we are to relegate the 
business of supplying water to private 
enterprise for another term of years. 
If the only feasible course left open to 
the city is to take matters into its own 
hands, then we need not quail before 
the installment of debt proposed in as- 
suming the initiative. It should not be 
forgotten that the city will be acquir- 
ing revenue property. By the expendi- 
ture of $526,000 the city would not 
only supply itself with the headworks 
for a complete system, but it would also 
have a distributing system for the 
higher levels. Assoon as this is placed 
in operation, it ought to produce a 
revenue that would come close to pay- 
ing running expenses, interest on the 
debt incurred, and provide a sinking 
fund for the extinguishment of the debt. 
Six years hence, by the issuance of 
$1,000,000 more in bonds, the city 
could place itself in possession of a 
revenue from the system of perhaps 
$500,000 a year. The interest and 
sinking fund for the whole system 
would then amount to $152,600 per 
vear. Let us see how it figures out.

If the city waived the chance of mak- 
ing money on the business, any sums 
derived from pronts, and not required 
for betterments, repairs and exten- 
sions, could and would doubtless be re- 
bated to the people in the form of 
lessened water rates. Each year the 
indebtedness would become less, each 
year the interest charges smaller, and 
each year there might be concessions 
in water rates to a substantial amount. 
In this way the revenues from the works 
may be made to pay off the indebted- 
ness in twenty years, and the people 
will not be taxed directly to pay either 
principal or interest. On the other 
hand, they would derive a direct benefit 
at the outset in lessened water rates, 
and this benefit would be enhanced as 
the years go by. 

Under such a safe plan as this, it 
seems like a very sound business propo- 
sition for the city to incur a debt to 
acquire a system of water works. 
There is nothing in it to frighten the 
most timid capitalist. 


A Misstatement of the City’s Debt.. 


The Express is not very accurate in 
its statement of the bonded indebted- 
ness of the city, which it places at 
$1,392,300. We have the statement 
of City Auditor Lopez, made August 1, 
1892, which shows the bonded indebt- 
edness at that time $963,600. The 
recent issue of sewer bonds was $395.,- 
O00, making a total at present of 
$1,358,600. The Express is, there- 
fore, $35,700 out of the way. It is 
also out of its reckoning on the annual 
interest charges, which it places at 
$101,585. The Auditor's statement 
showsthe annual interest on the older 
debt to be 853,650. That ou the sewer 
bonds amounts to $19,750. Beth to- 
gether make $73,400. Here the Ex- 
press overshoots the»mark by $27,985 
a year. While dealing with figures it 
is always Well enough to come within 
gunshot of the truth.

BADLY HURT. 


The Latest Victim of thé Ex- 
plosion Definitely Located. 
Her Namo Miss and 
She is Dangerously Injured. 


Struck by a Fragment of Iron and 
the Skull Fractured. 


A Block and a Half from the Scene of the 
Explosionat the Time—The Funeral 
of Several of the Unfortunate 
Victims. 


The funeral services of all the vic- 
tims of the fireworks disaster that have 
died since Friday evening, when the 
explosion took place, were held yester- 
dav afternoon, with the exception of 
little Lillian Rapp, who will be buried 
today. 

The services in each case were 
listened to by large numbers of people, 
and the attendance at the various ceme- 
teries was large. ‘ 

The Jtalian societies turned out to a 
man, and their dead countrymen were 
given aproper burial. The funerals of 
the boys Frank Ford and Gilbert Chris- 
tian were attended by their little 
schoolmates. 

The deepest interest was taken by all 
classes of citizens in the funeral serv- 
ices, andthe streets in front of the 
houses and churches from which the sad 
processions moved were crowded with 
people of all stations in life and hun- 
dreds of strangers joined in the proces- 
sions and visited the cemeteries. 

HER SKULL FRACTURED. 

The young lady who, with her escort, 
was reported to have bene seriously in- 
jured, was located yesterday, and full 
particulars as to how she was injured 
were obtained for the first time, and it 
is expected that the names of other 
victims will continue to come in for 
several days, as it is known that 
several were hurried away by their 
friends and relatives before the authori- 
ties arrived at the scene of the slaugh- 
ter Friday night. 

The name of the young lady is Miss 
Van Norman, and she lives at No. 3311 
South Main street, where she was taken 
by her companion on the .night of the 
accident, Mr. Helsell, who works for 
Bassler & Alexander, the butchers. 

The couple were standing fully a 
block and a half away from the mortars 
when they exploded. She was standing 
to the left of the young man with her 
right hand resting on his arm when the 
A piece of the 
pipe passed between them, striking the 
right side of her forehead. Both were 
knocked down and Helsell remained 
unconscious for several minutes. On 
regaining his senses he found that he 
had not been touched. The concussion 
knocked him down. 

He secured a carriage. and took his 
companion home as goon as possible 
and the services of Dr. Smith were se- 
cured at once. 

It was found thatthe young lady’s 
skull had been fractured, and several 
pieces of bone have been removed. 
She was very low yesterday, and it is 
— ifshe will live through the 


The other known victims were rest- 
ing easy yesterday and in a fair way to 
recover, with the exception of the sec- 
ond Rapp girl, who was _ so seriously 
injured when fsigtez was 
killed. 

The little Seifert boy, on Turner 
street, who had his skull fractured at 
the back of the head, .was resting 
easier yesterday than at any time 
since he was injured. 

STICKS TO MIs STORY. 

William H. Wilson, the man who is 
chiefly to blame for the terrible dis- 
aster, persists in sticking to his first 
story, and declares that the explosion 
would never have occhrred had not 
some of the boys placed about three 
pounds of powder, that he had on the 
ground in a cigar box, in the mortar. 

The man, who has remained ina cell 
at the city prison ever since the occur- 
rence, was again interviewed by a TIMEs 
reporter yesterday in the presence of 
Chief Glass, and he stuck to his story 
of the first night, with the exception 
thathe now admits that. two of tne 
mortars, the one he set off and the one 
Cammert fired, must have exploded. 
On the night of the aceident Wilson 
declared that but one ofthe mortars 
exploded, but when he was shown the 
tops of two he had to admit that he was 
wrong. 

‘Could the bombs that are used in 
the mortars have caused 
asked the Times man. 

‘Most certainly not,” replied the 
little Englisman. ‘‘Those guns never 
would have exploded had not some one 
poured the black powder that I had in 
the cigar box in them. The bombs 
never-would have burst them, as they 
are not powerful enough. 

“When did I last see the powder? I 
think it musthave been é@ight or nine 
minutes before the explosion, when I 
Went to the supply box and noticed that 
everything I had in the box, including 
the cigar box which was half full of 
black powder, was gone: Ithen knew 
that the boys had been there. The 
powder was there shortly after I started 
the display. 

‘No, sir, the guns never would have 
exploded had not some one placed an 
extra charge of powderin them. 1 was 
standing within a foot or two of the one 
I touched off and i did not know that it 
had exploded.”’ 

‘Mr. Wilson will probably change his 
story at the inquest today, when he is 
confronted by a witness famed Frankie 
McGinley, a little boy who found the 
cigar box, containing the amount of 
powder spoken of by Wiison, where 
some one concealed it near the scene of 
the explosion. 

The box must have been concealed 
there by some one other than the mis- 
chievous bovs whom Wilsen accuses of 
stealing his fireworks and placing this 
powder in the mortars. | 

It has always been a mystery, to those 


who have given the matter a serious. 


thought, why the boys placed the pow- 
der in the mortars, for had they done 
that they would certainly have ‘ex- 
ploded it. 

It is believed by the detectives that 
the powder was concealed by some per 
son who had an object in view. *» 

NO CALL ‘FOR POLICB. 

‘There has been much said by Wilson 
and his friends regarding the police and 
the Garibaldi Guards, whom they claim 
were to have been there to keep. the 
crowd back, 

In the first place, Chief Glass was not 
notified that they were to close the 
day's exercises vith fireworks, and Mr. 
Wilson did not ask the Italian colony to 
send the guards down to do police duty. 
In fact, nothing was said about either 
the police or the guards. 

Even if police had been sent. coun 
the accident could not have been pre- 
vented, for it has been shown that peo- 
ple were wounded by flying pieces of 
the mortars as far as one and a half 
blocks away, and it is very certain that 


the crowd could not have been kept that 
far away. 

The inquest will be taken up by Coro- 
ner Weldon at 9 o’clock this morning 
and every particle of evidence obtain- 
able will be given to the jury. 

ANOTHER MAN MISSING. 

Yesterday afternoon it was reported 
at the police station that a young Mex- 
ican named Chico Estrada had been 
missing from his home ever since the 
night of the explosion. Estrada i 
about 24 years of age, rather good- 
looking, and so far as known there was 
no reason for his leaving. A _ hand- 
somely dressed women called at the 
station and asked to be allowed to go 
into the receiving hospital to see if 
Estrada was among the injured. She 
was told that no such man had beén 
taken care of, When she left a descrip- 
_— of the missing man with the officers. 

ANOTHER DEATH. 

Yesterday morning it was decided by 
the doctors to. amputate B. Bunker's 
left leg atthe hip. Heis the old man 
who was injured at the firewérks Fri- 
day night. A large piece of the shell 
entered his left leg just above the knee 
and lacerated the flesh ina frightful 
manner. He reftised at the time to al- 
low the doctors to amputate the limb, 
and Saturday morning he was removed 
to the County Hospital. Yesterday 
morning the attending physician saw 
that he could not live unless his leg was 
taken off, and even then his chances 
would be one in a thousand. He con- 
sented, and the leg was amputated, but 
notbing could save his life, and he died 
at the hospital early in the evening. 

He leaves a widow and several smail 
children. This is the seventh victim 
that hasdied from the effects of the 
explosion.

Amendment Number One.

Governor, during the term of such vacancy, 
or the time he is performing such functions 
of Governor: The Legislature may by law 
prescribe the time and manner that such 
examinations shall be made. If, during a 
vacancy in the ollice of Governor. the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor shall be impeached, dis- 
placed, resign, die. or become incapable of 
periorming ihe duties of his office, or be 
absent fromthe State. the President pro 
tem. of the Senate shall act as Governor 
until the vacancy be filled or disability shall 
cease. The Lieutenpant-jovernor shall be 
disqualified from holding any other office, 
except as specially provided in this Consti- 
tution. during the term for which he shall 
have been elected. 

Section 19 Governor, Licutenant-Gov- 
ernor, Secretary of State, Controller, Treas- 
urer, Attcrney-General, Surveyor-Genecral. 
shall, at stated times during their continu- 
ance in office, receive for their services a 
compensation, which shall not be increased 
nor diminished during the term, which com- 
pensation is hereby fixed forthe following 
officers for the two terms next ensuing the 
adoption of this Gonstitution, as follows:

CHAPTER CXI. 


An Act to Provide for the Issuance 


and Sale of State Bonds to Create a 
Fund for the Construction and 


Furnishing by the Boara of State 
Harbor Commissioners,of a Gen- 
eral Ferry and Passetiger Depot in 
the City and County of San Fran- 
cisco; to Create a Sinking Fund 
for the Payment of Said Bonds, and 
Providing for the Submission of 
this Act to a Vote of the People. 


[Approved March 17, 1891.] 


The People of the State of California, Repre: 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows: 

SECTION 1. For the of providing a 
fund for the payment of the indebtedness 
hereby authorized t» be incurred by the 
Board of State Harbor Commissioners, for 
the erection and furnishing of a general 
railroad, passenger, and terry depget, at or 


near the foot of Market street. in the City- 


and County of San Francisco, at a cost not 
to exceed six hundred thousand dollars, 
which the said Board of State Harbor 
Commissioners are hereby authorized to 
construct in the manner and ‘method 
authorized by law and at a cost not to ex- 
ceed said six hundred thousand dollars 
the State Treasurer shall. immediately 
atter the issuance of the proclama- 
tion of the Governor, hereinafter pro- 
vided for, prepare suitable bonds of the 
State ot California: One thousand bonds, 
in the denomination of one hundred dollars 
each; five hundred bonds, in the denomina- 
tion of five hundred dollars each; two hun- 
dred and fifty bonds,inthe denomination 
of one trousand dollars each. The whole 
issue of said bonds shall not exceed 
the sum of six hundred thousand dol- 
lars, which said bonds shall bear inter- 
est at the rate of four per centum per 
annum from their date and shall be pav- 
able at the office of the State Treasurer at 
the expiration of nineteen years from their 
date.

Mrs. James Pearson Brutally At- 
tacked by an Unconscious Man. 


' No Trace of the Scoundrel Discovered— 


Sunday's Budget of Local Happen- 
ings—Personal Notes and 
Brevities. 


A dastardly attack was made Saturday 
evening on Mrs. James Pearson by an un- 
known man on South Raymond avenue that 
surpasses anything of the kind ever at- 
tempted in Pasadena, 
Between 6:50 and 7 o'clock Mrs. Pearson 
started from Gardner & Webster's store on 
Colorado street, with which establishment 
her husband is connected, to go to her par- 
ents’ residence on the west side of Raymond 
avenue, a short distance south of Hotel 
Green, where her infant child had been 
spending the day. She trundled an empty 
baby carriage in frontof her. After pass- 
ing Braley’s fruit stand she noticed a man 
who seemed to be following her. After she 
had passed Hotel Green she quickened her 
pace and the man did likewise. A short 
distance north of her parents’ home is a 
tent, located on the southeast corner of the 
Athletic Park, and which is at present oc- 
cupied. Between the tent and the house, a 
little back from the street, is a clump of 
trees. When about opposite the tent Mrs. 
Pearson slackened her pace to allow the 
man to pass. Instead of doing so the 
scoundrel struck the woman a heavy blow 
on the head, and then clutched her by the 
throat and by main force bore her back- 
ward toward tht trees, where she fell to 
the ground. In aninstant he covered her 
face with a large red handkerchief, which 
was strongly saturated with chloroform. 
Mrs. Pearson is a woman of fine physique and

The man who had attacked her was fright- 
ened off by those approaching. Mrs. Pear- 
son urged her rescuers to leave her and 
pursue her assailant, but he had already 
disappeared without leaving any trace be- 
hind him. 
Mrs. Pearson was taken to her parentc’ 
house. She was notinjured beyond a few 
bad bruises on her throat made by the 
brute’s fingers. It was not long before the 
news of the assault spread, and groups of 
excited men gathered here andthere to de- 
vise a plan to run down the guilty party. 
There was talk of organizing a vigilance 
committee and dealing out summary ven- 
geance upon the offender in case he might 
be captured. but the idea was given up. 
Mrs. Pearson described her assailant as a 
Man about 35 years of age, of medium 
height and build, smooth shaven and wear- 
ing agray suit. She noticeda large rent 
in the upper part of a seam in his trousers. 
He was a stranger to her, but she is posi- 
tive she could identify him. Marshal Bu- 
chanan, Constable Slater and others tried 
to track the man, and spent the greater 
part of the night in a vain search.
